Land Owners Outside School Districts Must Contri- 
bute Share of School Taxes at Rate of $2 
per Quarter Section--Premier Rutherfosd 
Fnunclates the Policy. 


In the announcement of the education. | 


a! policy of the government yesterday 
in the legislature Premier Rutherford 
explained the terms of his bill with re- 
aspect to the taxation of lands for educa- 
tional purposes. The measure 
heartily endorsed by both sides of the 
House and numerous comments of ap- 


proval were exchanged in the lobby. 
he measure provides for the taxation 
os lands outside a regularly established 


schoo! district at the rate of $2 per quar- 


‘ter section, which shall cease as soon as 
the land comes within a school district. 
By this measure land speculators and 
land companies who held large trocts 
land, while the adjoining settlers by 
their thrift and industry increase the 
value of the non-resident holding, will 
pay a share of the taxes for education 
just as they are forced to pay the local 
improvement tax. 

In this connection the premier made 
the important statement that the govern- 
ment have decided to institute, univers: 
ity classes in arts, agriculture, engineer- 
ing and domestic science in the near fut- 
ure, and that a portion of the land tax 
and the corporation tax will be devoted 
to promoting the interests of higher edu- 
cation in our own province. ) 
enue derived from these sources will be 
a supplementary granu to the grants 
already paid to the schools under the 
school grants ordinance. 


Hereafter the high school grant will | 


he given to schools where a room is de- 
voted exclusively to standards above the 
fifth with a daily attendance of 15. Dur- 
ing this year $1.25 per school day will 
Ye paid. In addition each district main- 
taining one or more rooms above fifth 
standard will receive a grant not to ex- 
cerd $100. 

It is expected that the revenue derived 
this year from the land tax will be over 
$25,000. t 

Government's Educational Policy. 

The premier explained the principle 
and provisions of the bill in a lucid and 
atvthe same, time comprehensive speec! 
and took occasion to review the work 
the department of education during the 
past year, 

“Education,” said the premier, “is a 
paramount consideration and matter. of 
policy for any government. The quality 
of education determines the character of 
our citizens, of our boys and girls, the 
richest assets of the nation.” 

The government had carried on a pre- 
@ressive policy in education. During 
1906 one hundred and forty-four new 
whool districts had been organized. At 
the boginning of the year there were 591 
organized school districts in the prov- 
ince, and now there were 742. The gov- 
ernment hoped to erect as many more 
this year. 

School Debentures. 

The yearly increase noted in the am- 
ount of school debentures issued from 
time to time, indicated that the school 
boards of the province were alive to the 

ewwmeed of increased and better school 
buildings, that were highly creditable to 
their interest in education in these pio- 
neer days. Many of the school buildings 
in the country districts and any of those 
inthe towns and cities of the province 
wers in no way inferior to the best 
schools of the east.

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Grants to schools during the year ag- 
gregated $170,315, an increase of $38,804. 
School debentures authorized amounted to 
$422,325, an increase of $263,000. While 
$47,165 of theso debentures have been 
registered, 

Pupils Passed Into High Schools. 

The number of pupils seeking to sup. 
wisunent the training received in the pub- 
lic schools of the province was increas. 
inp every year. During the past year 
442 pupils wrote on the examination for 
atinierion to the high schools as compar- 
od with 339 in 1905. In the case of stud- 
ents taking the examination for teachers’ 
cot 'sicates there was also a, gratifying 
imcsease to be noted, The number tak- 
i ¢ the examination last year was 325, 
emmy ared with 241 in the previous year, 

Normal 8chool. 

Since the Normal school was instituted 
® little over a year ago, 154 students had 
been admited, and the majority of them 
had joined the ranks of the teaching pro- 
isanion in this province, 

Scarcity of Teachers. 

otwithstanding there was a scarcity 
of teachers in Alberta, the requirements 
et present were about 200 new teachers 
per year, which necessitated advertising 
in the casiern papers, The department 
was determined to man every schoo! with 
etlicient teachers, 
Taxation of Cands for Educational Pur. 

poses. 

To give additional encouragement to 
education the government proposed to 
tax lands within the province subject 
to taxation by the province, one and one- 
quarter cents an acre outside any estab- 
lished school district. The premier said 
they had a precedent in the local im. 
provement tax, and he was sure the edu- 
cation of the growth of the province was 
not less important than roads and 
bridges. He argued it would he an addi- 
‘ional inducement to @ desirable class of 
i smngration to have good school facili- 
ties. As soon as a school district was 
©: ¢¢ nized the tax should cease.

Supplementary to Usual Grants. 

It was proposed to continue the grants 
at present distributed under sub-section 
4 of section 3 of the school grants ordi- 
nance and to make the grants under the 
Educational Tax Act supplementary to 
| and independent of the grants now made 
} towards such schools, 

In order to enable a greater number of 
|schools to participate in this grant the 
daily average attendance in rooms above 
j the fifth standard is reduced to 15. Thus 
jany schocl maintaining a room exclusive. 
| ly for pupils ‘n standards above the fifth 
| provided the daily average attendance 
jfor the term was at ieast 15. As the 
jamount available from this souree was 
necessarily uncertain the daily grant to 
| schools of this class may require read- 
justment, but it was proposed for the 
rat least that $195 rer day 
each room fulfilling the re- 
quirements as laid down in the Act; the 
maximum number of daya for each cal- 
endar year not to exceed 200. In addition 
to this each district maintaining one or 
more rooms for standards above the fifth 
should receive a grant not to exceed $100 
ver year based on the inspector's grading 
Wf the school with respect to grounds, 
buildings, accommodation, organization, 
discipline, the standing and progress of 
the pupils and the general efficiency of 
the school. 

Initial Grant to New Districts. 

Under this heading it was proposed to 
ulvance to each new district organized 
ander the previsions of the school ordi- 
tance an initis! grant of $50. This 
vould enable the board of the newly 
formed district to carry on the prelimin- 
ary business of the district until such 
time as an assessment might be made 
und district funds become available. 

Schools to he Free. 

In view of the fact that the govern- 
ment would deel so liberally with the 
schools a condition was imposed that the 
high schools should be free to all pupils, 

University Classes to be Established. 

In the course of his speech the premier 
made an important announcement to the 
effect that by the opening of the aca- 
lemic year in the fall of 1908 there would 
be instituted university classes in arts, 
agriculture and possibly engineering. 

During the past autumn the depart- 
ment made enquiry as to the number of 
stadents in the province who were pre- 
paring to matriculate. The result of the 
enquiry was that the department had 
discovered that 60 or 70 students would 
have matriculated by the opening of the 
academic year in 1908. It was probable 
that classes in egriculture would be com- 
menced before the end of the present 
year, 

Educate the Boys at Home, 

The premier was emphatic in his de- 
claration that the government should 
not let our students drift away to other

Washington, D.C., Mar, 12—As a result 
of the recent visit to Canada of repre- 
sentatives of the post office department, 
vegarding the announced intention of the 
government to abrogate on May 7, the 
postal convention with the United States, 
with respect to second class matter, it is 
stated that a satisfactory solution of the 
question probably will be found. The 
Canadian authorities met the American 
representatives in the spirit of tho ut- 
most friendliness and exhibited a dis- 
position to arrive at some agreement 
upon which a continuance of the present 
tates might Lo based. Just what the 
United States is prepared to’ do in re- 
turn for the concessions was not dis- 
closed, inasmuch as the report of the 
commission which went to Ottawa has 
not as yet beon submitted to the post- 
master general.

Ottawa, March 2.—Hon. Frank Oliver 
yesterday tabled the report of Mr. C. H. 
Beddoe, accountant of the Department 
of the Interior, upon his audit of the 
books and accounts of the North Atlantic 
Trading company.

‘ice near the railway station where he 
found a large quantity of literature of 
various kinds, Proceeding the report 
ways:

Mr. Blain, of Peel, brought in a reso- 
jution for immediate legisiation prohib- 
iting the importation, manufacture and 
sale of cigarettes, While his resolution 
meant all-round prohibition, he, 
ever, confirmed his remarks to the evil 
onsequencos, physical, mental and mor- 
al, resulting from the making of cigar- 
ettes by boys and girls. 

There was not a dissentient voice as to 
the desirability of stopping the habit 
among the young, though the temper of 
the House did not appear to favor an 
attempt at drastic suppression of the 
habit among both adults and children, 

Dr. Black, of Hauts, Nova Seotia, ap- 
peared to get at the point of the ques- 
tion when he pointed out that a large 
number of smokers made their own cig- 
irettes and unless the sale of tobacco 
ind paper were prevented they could 
not be prevented by legislative means 
from continuing to do so. 

Mr. Johnston, of Cape, Breton, brought 
in an amendment that legislation be in- 
troduced next session preventing the im- 
portation, manufacture and sale to per- 
sons under sixteen years of age. The de- 
bate was not ended at six o'clock, how 
ever, and no vote was teken. The tenor 
of the discussion made it quite plain 
that the members were alive to the evil 
effects of the habit on the young, and 
were prepared to support any workable 
scheme for abolishing the evil—provided 
such scheme could be found.

COMMENT BY THE MANAGEMENT. 


The four months which have elapsed since the close of the sessions of the 
Royal Commission have shown that the enquiry has been of untold value to the 
Sun Life of Canada, The evidence brought out as never before its great strength, 
the high quality and absolute safety of its investments, their profitable charact- 
er, the large profits paid to its policy-holders, and the good faith of its direct- 
ors and officers.
